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“A . / 
Miracle” Case 
| J cou a recent decision of the United States Supreme 


Court the controversial case involving Roberto Rossel- 

lini's short film, "The Miracle", will come up on appeal 
from the decisions of the New York State courts for final adjudi- 
cation before the high tribunal. 

While the case, because of the character of the film involved, 
has elicited only passing interest within the industry it has 
received frequent and fevered attentions from sideline guard- 
ians of the welfare of the screen. The simple fact is that those 
who control the recognized exhibition interests of the nation 
would avoid the film, whether or not it is permitted by law, as 
they would a pestilence. 

As the tub-thumpers who are campaigning in behalf of the 
film move into their final exercises as the time of the Supreme 
Court hearing approaches certain clear and salient facts of the 
case should be well-remembered. 

The film deals with certain matters of religious faith. It deals 
with these matters in a manner which was characterized by the 
competent religious authority of the religious group most 
directly affected as "'sacrilegious and blasphemous". The New 
York State statute pertaining to motion pictures forbids the 
issuance of a permit for exhibition of a film judged as being of 
"sacrilegious" character. The New York State Board of Regents 
so judged “The Miracle" and withheld an exhibition permit. 
The Supreme Court is now expected to make its decision as to 
whether this action is Constitutional. 

In an industry which has shown warm and consistent devotion 
to the ideal of Brotherhood it is not surprising that there should 
be little enthusiasm indeed for "The Miracle" film, irrespective 
of what fine legal distinctions the jurists and the lawyers may 
eventually reach. 

No sensible person can envision the ideal of Brotherhood 
surviving in an atmosphere in which at one time the religious 
sensibilities of one group are assailed, tormented and ridiculed 
and at other times like treatment is doled out in turn to other 
groups. Nothing could be more repugnant to the American 
ideal—nothing could be more destructive to a good society, 
here or elsewhere. The pages of recent history are crowded 
with examples of where this sort of things inevitably leads. 


Allied’s Arbitration Plan 


HOSE who have been looking to the day when the industry 

would have in operation an effective arbitration system 

to mitigate bitterness, and perhaps help diminish costly 
and time-consuming litigation, should be heartened by the 
adoption by the national Allied board of directors of the 
arbitration plan drafted by Mr. Abram F. Myers. Until details 
of the proposal were released there was understandable uneasi- 
ness that the implementation by Allied of the general conven- 
tion resolution on arbitration might be such that the possibility 
of all-industry agreement would be remote. 

The convention resolution last November endorsed an all- 
embracing system including such controversial — as film 
rentals. Mr. Myers pointed! out that if all film deals were sub- 
mitted to arbitration, “the industry would quickly grind to a 
halt.” He suggested arbitration of rentals only in cases where 
the exhibitor had tried unsuccessfully to get a film on terms 
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that would cover costs and yield a fair profit. Arbitration in 
such circumstances would require, he pointed out, a full dis- 
closure of the exhibitor's operations. 

Mr. Myers’ memo on arbitration, now being studied b 
distributors’ sales and legal staffs, should form the basis of ful 
discussion. Naturally everyone is not going to agree with 
Allied's rather full outline of a system. The Allied directors 
recognized that in the course of discussions compromise must 
be considered, and so appointed a negotiating committee. 

The next move on the arbitration front is up to the distribu- 
tors. Just as the Theatre Owners of America were commended 
for their sponsorship of arbitration so also national Allied is to 
be commended for what it has done in drafting the most com- 
prehensive plan since the Consent Decree arbitration system. 

An industry arbitration conference would seem to be essen- 
tial as soon as preliminary discussions show that there is a basis 
for agreement between Allied, TOA and the film companies. 
As far as the two national exhibitor organizations are con- 
cerned, it is likely that no important differences of opinion with 
respect to arbitration will develop. 

The distributing companies must now decide whether they 
wish a new arbitration system or not. It seems clear enough 
now—although it was not so clear a few months ago—that 
exhibitors generally favor an arbitration scheme. Reaching full 
agreement between exhibition and distribution will not be easy 
but the effort is well worth making—now.

Snaper, head of the Allied Theatre Owners of New Jersey and 
general manager of the David Snaper Theatres, has been elect- 
ed president of the national organization. In keeping with 
Allied traditions, Mr. Trueman T. Rembusch was not a candi- 
date for reelection following his second one-year term in office. 
As president, Mr. Rembusch was a vigorous and constructive 
force in industry affairs. Mr. Snaper's work in his own exhibitor 
group and as chairman of the 1951 Allied convention gives 
promise that he will carry on aggressively for the rights of 
Allied members but also with a keen sense of what he believes 
is best for the industry as a whole. 


@ The announcement by Mr. Jack Kirsch, 1952 Allied con- 
vention chairman, and Mr. J. Robert Hoff, president of the 
Theatre Equipment and Supply Manufacturers Association, that 
their organizations plus the Theatre Equipment Dealers Associa- 
tion will hold simultaneous conventions at the Morrison Hotel, 
Chicago from November |5th to 19th is significant news. In 
connection with the meetings there will be held, according to 
advance predictions, the largest trade show of the motion 
picture business. The interests of manufacturers, dealers and 
exhibitor showmen are all well served by the proposed arrange- 
ment. It has been demonstrated again and again that the 
package the exhibitor has to sell to the public is the film attrac- 
tion and the theatre itself. One complements the other in every 
good operation. The trade show in Chicago will make it possi- 
ble for hundreds of exhibitors to see personally all the different 
types of theatre equipment ad supply items. There will also 
be an opportunity to let the newspapermen of Chicago know, 
and through them millions of potential patrons, the efforts 
made to cater to their safety, convenience and comfort.

> Lower echelon Justice Depart- 
ment officials favor a new move in 
the courts to force Howard Hughes 
to sell his trusteed RKO Theatres 
stock.

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ARBITRATION GETS NEW 
IMPETUS IN INDUSTRY 


“Little Three,” Monogram 
and Republic Now Look 
Favorably on System 


The smaller film distributors — United 
Artists, Universal, Columbia, Monogram 
and Republic — were this week seen ready 
to participate in all-industry 
talks, if they receive invitations. 

This unofficial stand represents a con- 
siderable reversal of that of some years ago 
when Columbia, Universal and United Art- 
ists—the “Little Three” in the Government’s 
anti-trust suit—refused to enter into any 
negotiations toward an arbitration plan, on 
the ground that it was too costly. 

The new feeling on the part of 
the smaller companies was only 
one development in the over-all 
brightening arbitration situation, 
but it was an important one, for 
it indicated once again that inter- 
est in the subject was at an all- 
time high. Moreover, day by day 
it was becoming apparent that 
the various exhibition groups— 
specifically Allied States Asso- 
ciation and Theatre Owners of 
America—as well as the distribu- 
tors, were interested enough in 
the final goal to permit a concili- 
ation of the different proposals 
made for reaching it. 

Meanwhile, the concensus among exhibi- 
tion and distribution executives this week 
in New York was that at least

Claiming that “unforeseen factors" 
made it impossible to dispose of 1,072 of 
its theatres by March 3, 1952, as stipu- 
lated under the terms of the government 
consent decree, United Paramount Thea- 
tres Wednesday filed with the New York 
Statutory Court a request for a two-year 
extension in the divestiture of 198 UPT 
houses. Judge Augustus N. Hand, in 
granting the circuit's bid for a show cause 
order, set February 26 as the hearing date 
on the motion. In Washington, Justice 
Department officials said they would 
oppose the motion. In an affidavit accom- 
panying UPT's request, Leonard Golden- 
son, president, said every conceivable 
means had been used in attempts to dis- 
pose of the remaining 198 theatres. UPT 
said action had been completed with 
respect to 80 per cent of the theatres.

FORCES FOR FCC FIGHT 


DUMONT ASKS FCC TO RULE 
NO PARAMOUNT CONTROL 


Preparing Arguments for 
Expected Opposition to 
Exclusive Channels 


As the March 10 starting date for the 
Federal Communications Commission's thea- 
tre television hearings draws near, film in- 
dustry spokesmen are preparing their argu- 
ments to meet possible opposition to the allo- 
cation of exclusive channels to the theatres. 

Outstanding among those who have asked 
to be heard at the hearings and who can be 
expected to oppose the industry s bid is the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Com 
pany over whose lines the theatres have so 
far piped their programs. 


Will Fight A. T. & T. on 
Cost of Transmission 


If AT & T takes its expected stand, pro- 
ponents of large-screen television will attack 
AT & T rates and local telephone company 
charges which are described as “onerous.” 
They will also bring up the question of 
whether the Bell System would be able to 
service the industry’s proposed 10-megacycle 
band. And they will inject the currently 
limited availability of facilities for theatre 
Ty. 

30th Abram F. Myers, general counsel for 
Allied States Association, and S. H. Fabian, 
chairman of the National Exhibitors Thea- 
tre Television Committee, have warned of 
AT&T opposition. 

The counter-attack of the industry, it is 
understood, will center on the cost of local 
loops, installations and inter-city transmis- 
sions. Those now at work in preparation 
of the industry’s arguments before the FCC 
believe that the will hit the 
Bell System in a most vulnerable spot. It 
would also mark the first time that the broad 
and vital question of theatre television costs 
would be brought to FCC attention.

Forsees No Change in 
Basic Cost Structure 


An AT & T spokesman last week said he 
foresaw no changes in the present basic cost 
structure of facilities for occasional users 
such as theatres. He added that costs could 
be expected to decline with the addition of 
more TV-equipped houses. 

At present, AT & T charges the theatres 
$1 per air mile per hour for inter-city video 
transmission, which compares to the 20 cents 
charged the regular networks as monthly 
users for television and additional facilities. 
Loop and installation charges also are ex- 
pected to remain static. 

Loop charges currently range from $200 
to $400 per month, while installation costs 
range from no charge up to $500. Exhibi- 
tors have maintained that the telephone com- 
pany in some instances has asked for mini- 
mum-use guarantees before installing loops.

HOLLYWOOD, U.S.A., from Script to 
Screen—by Alice Evans Field, an ex- 
pository examination of the process of 
making motion pictures, from a non-tech- 
nical viewpoint, analytical, documented 
and laden with record, lightly illustrated, 
names galore, unindexed, replete with 
records.

Here is one of the more remarkable books 
about the art and industry of the motion 
picture. It tells about all that the customers 
ought to be told about the making of motion 
pictures. It does it much better than it has 
been done before. It is a friendly, uneffusive, 
and uniquely complete presentation of the 
range of skills and coordinations of the es- 
sential contributions to the making of a 
motion picture. There is an abundance of 
information about who did what and when, 
for the screen, principally but not exclus- 
ively, through the twenty years since the 
arrival of sound. 

A special aspect of the book is the polite 
propriety of the approach. The sharply 
observant author, under the disciplines of 
scientific education—she once an in- 
structor in chemistry—who has seen so 
much of Hollywood and its peoples from 
the special vantage point of her service to 
the public relations of the western wing 
of the Hays Office, has written as she 
would talk to a reasonably intelligent and 
moderately interested gathering of proper 
persons in her drawing room. Hollywood, 
and the rest of this febrile industry, might 
well be appreciative. It has been honoured, 
perhaps beyond its composite understanding. 

The documentation of the book, with its 
recordings of the best work of so many 
from writers to cameramen, and all that 
work between, gives the volume a special 
order of status as a reference work. Along 
with an easy, lucid and engaging style, Mrs. 
Field contrives to-put her basic erudition 
into shrewdly gentle and _ unostentatious 
terms. While ostensibly addressed at a lay 
public, many of the practitioners might im- 
prove their perspective with it. Since it is 
written without challenge, and does no hell- 
raising at all, they may miss it. It will, 
however, survive the era which it records. 

“Hollywood U.S.A.,” assuming adequate 
distribution, is likely to be a first aid docu- 
ment to the clubwomen of the land prepar- 
ing what they call “papers,” which makes 
it of public relations importance. COMPO 
might be interested for special cases. 

Will Hays in his introduction, with his 
bland approach typical in such instances, 
remarks that it might well have been entitled 
“Inside Hollywood.” It is an inside story, 
in its objective fashion, in which the ob- 
server has not made mention of cobwebs, 
rumpled counterpanes and stains on the 
rugs.
